Our late ox-Governor having taken 


a promiment part in the establish- 
ment of tike institution at Berkeley, 
the following dispatch will be of in- 
terest: 


JtKW YORK, June 25.—At Yale Col- 
lege commencement yesterday, ex- 
Oovemor Haigtit responded tor ttie 
class of 1844. 
Thirty years had elapsed, 
he s»Ut, since his graduation, and he 
now, 
itortUeinrst time since, had the 
pleasire of li^lnit present nl. Yale Com- 
mencement. "Tho destiny of lh» 
country lies," In' «ty», "with Its educa- 
ted men—irrmln ill's nf Yale, and other 
similar ecluciitloini! iii«!ltntloii.« of the 
country. It In only tli-.'xo men who cnn 
save the country from the rixngera too 
s»rtdy Impending, And the necessity 
of their careful culture In such inslitu- 
tlooa us Yale Is evident. California 
hail a younn University, nnd for Its 
FrMldentihehuii robbed Yule of one 
of her choicest Professors, Gllmno.'' 
The only Infirmity which the Califor* 
nltt University lubnted under was It* 
subjection to the cliurge of the State 
Legislature. 


Prof. Morse yesterday delivered a 


lecture before a considerable assem- 
blage at Berkeley, on the Darwinian 
theory of "Evolution." He is an 
adherent of Mr. Darwin, bat does 
not think that the antiquity of man 
dates back exactly to the dr.ni ; 
thinks it would be better for all 
.hands to return to that condition if 
possible. The saying "happy ns n 
clam" was significant of man's inc-li- 
•nation that way, however. 


The want of more suitable quar- 


ters for students at Berkeley, was t'iie 
leading item in the proceedings of the 
last meeting of the Board of Regents, 
and it is proposed to erect tea cotta- 
ges, though there is no authority for 
ft from the Legislature. The Board 
will doubtless go on aud take the 
'Chances of being remunerated there- 
for. Proposals will be received for 
plans and cost. 


The Drend of Isolation. 


It behooves the originntors <of the 


new ferry project at Berkeley, to 
push that scheme to completion. Al- 
though it will not prove so affective 
.as a branch railroad from the C. P. 
•wharf at the Point, it will greatly add 
to the situation at Berkeley. It will 
.afford one more important avenue ol 
.communication with the University, 
•which is a State institution—-no wise 
•local in its origin or aims. The Uni- 
versity is almosta co-ordinate branch- 
of the" State government, and should 
be as accessible as possible. Although 
its seclusion may be best adapted to 
student life, the wants of the institu- 
tion have bieu slighted in a mosl 
important particular. 
One long, 


struggling line of horse railroad is 
not enough to satisfy the demands o: 
the institution on the score of trans- 
portation alone, while thoss who 
have the best of feeling toa-nrd it 
take no particular interest in it. The 
creation of a few one-horse boarding 
and lodging establishments, with 
whisky-mill attachments, constitute 
n rather uninviting prospect. 
The 


reason for this is greatly due to the 
tendencies of the age; people nre al 
aiming to get ns nearly ns possible to 
nnd Ih-e in the very centers of excite- 
ment, nnd let the suburbs take cure o: 
themselves, bo thnt those who might 
desire to furnish good living accom- 
modations nt Berkeley, for instance, 
confine their operations to the crowd 
The new ferry will soon nttrnct per- 
manent population and visitors sufli- 
cieut to justify better and cheaper en- 
tertainment. The new cottages pro 
posed by the Eegents will have to b< 
furnished by the students themselves 
for the State will hardly care to en- 
large its upholstery nud chnmbennaic 
business.

POWERS OF IBS BOABD OF PUBLIC 


WOBKS. 


The last Legislature created an 


extension 
on 
our 
city 
govern- 


ment, entitled . "Board, of Public 
Works." A careful look at the law 
does not develop that, this Board 
have any powers beyond' tho anthor- 


the present reservoirs, pipes, and 
other, necessary machinery used in 
supplying' Oakland with water. The 
Board consists of A. K. P. Harmon, 
B. W. Kirkham, James de Fremery, 
Ed. M.'Hall and Walter Blair—ap- 
pointed by the Governor. At a meet- 
ing lately,' these; gentlemen - formally 
organized—Mr. de'Fremery perma- 
nent chairman, 'aiid C. 3. Bdbinson 
clerk. The' clerk is named by the 
Oity/agouncil. To place the Board 
fuily,oaa-working footing, three water 
commissioners and an engineer are to 
be appointed, which commissioners 
will receive pay for -whatever labor 
they perform. The Board is to act 
gratuitously, and merely as a super- 
visory institution. The Board have 
the appointing of two and the City 
Council one of said commissioners. 
The clerk was ins-orueted to inform 
the Council of their action, and that 
it was their wish that a commission 
be appointed and that tlie Council 
make the'first selection. The law 
enables the proposed commission, in 
the name of the city, to purchase the 
present -water works for a sum not 
exceeding $800,000—the Water Com- 
pany claiming to be able to show 
vouchers for the expenditure of that 
amount or more, in the cost of con- 
struction., 


That the Board will go on and con- 


struct other -water works than those 
in use at present, as the law implies, 
is hardly probable. But we'll see 
what we'll see. 


Our article of last Monday ou the 


"probable ue\v departure" of the 
Central Purinc Railroad Company, 
was quoted in display style by the 
Po.st and 1'limnide of Sun Fraiu-isco, 
but so fur with only this bit of oonjjj 
nient that we are aware of. It is 
from the Post:

Jfow, we are no orgim of the Com- 


pany, present or pro0pective, and 
did not put forth the opinion of a 
change of presidency with any slur 
upon the personal proclivities of 
either Crocker or Stanford, as the 
Post implies. But as thnt paper in- 
dulges ill 11 paragraph of uncalled-for 
bitterness, we will, try and modify 
its views somewhat. 


A railroad man wlio ought to know 


whereof he speaks, claims that seve- 
ral years ago when the question of 
economy iu management was chiefly 
011 the tapis, Crocker WHS utterly op 
posed, as a measure in that direc- 
tion, to the reduction of' salaries of 
employees. He could not see the 
economy of that, while there were 
hundreds, if uot thousands, getting 
dead-head favors out of the road for 
supposed political or other aid. The 
Scriptures say (and God kno;ws how 
we will' swear by that -work on politi- 
cal .economy) that a' good man is 
good to Ms beast Kailrdad men are 
usually a hard-worked set next to 
horses, mules and oxen, and the man 
or corporation ' that looks out for 
their.well keeping is not likely to be 
"tyrannical, .grasping , and bull- 
headed." " The editor who would say 
so, -without a certain knowledge of 
whai he is talking about, justifies the 
invention of a new term of endear- 
ment.
